T he house late in the day took on 
the appearance of the closin g days of 
the 
Fifty-fifth 
congress, 
com m only 
known as th e “W ar C ongress,” w hen 
altercations 
b etw een m em bers 
w ere 
frequent. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. G aines of 
T e n n es se e and Mr. Mahon of P en n sy l­ 
vania w ere only prevented from m eet­ 
ing in a personal encounter by the in­ 
tervention 
of m em bers.

a speech on his

tho house and was being tw itted by 
both side^ of the chamber, to h is ev i­

goaded beyond endurance, not only to­ 
day but on a former occasion.

Tho agitation started by tho Commer­ 
cial club two years ago in tho direction 
of economies in public expenditures and 
reduced levies in taxes is bearing fruit 
as is shown by comparative tables of tile 
levies for 1905 and UKK). The levy for 
Brainerd for 1901 was IT nulls on tho 
dollar of valuation. 
Last year it was 
reduced to 50.75 mills and this year it is 
cut to 31.50 mills. The following is a 
summary of tho levies on the entire 
county for tho years 1905 and 1900, for 
state and county purposes:

Beal estate................................. .$ 5,119,957 
Personal....................................... 
689,380 


T o t a l .. ..................................$ 5,809,337 
The taxable valuation is the assessed 
valuation less the exempt valuation. 
The total assessed valuation of tho 
county is $8,163,226 of which $5,131,726 
is real estate. 
Of this $11,769 is exempt. 
Of tho personal property of $1,031,199 
thoro is 
$312,109, or about one third 
exempt. 
Whon assessed tho valuation passed the 
six million dollar mark it increased the 
salary of the county auditor, under tho 
statutes from $1,500 to $2,(XKJ per annum, 
thus giving Mr. Smart quite a boost. It 
a1 
increased the salary of the deputy 
auditor from $86.96 per month to $88.18. 
The law provides also that if the com­ 
missioners deem it necessary they can 
give the treasurer another $400 a year 
for clerk hire wh *n tho valuation ex- 
coeds $6,(XX),OOO. 
The loss in valuation in tho city is 
due to tho shrinkage in real estate values 
in the mill district af the removal of the 
mill and to tho removal fetor the im­ 
mense stock of I umber heretofore^assess- 
ed in the yards of tho Brainerd L u m ­ 
ber coin- puny, together with logs on 
hand at the mill.
